Review of the Law and the Argu- 


ments—U. S- Statutes and the 


Joint Resolution. 


The .petition of Aiona, Kow Sing and 


others to the Supreme Court, upon 
which the writ of habeas corpus was 
ganted, alleges that they were Illegally 
imprisoned hy F. B. McStocker and 
ethers, on the alleged ground that un- 
der the laws now In force in the United 
States, they cannot he permitted to 
land and reside to the country. 


The return made .to this writ was 


that the petitioners have not complied 
with the provisions of the treaty ex- 
isting between China and the United 
States, and that they have not com- 
plied with the laws of the United 
States relating to the immigration of 
Chinese into the country. 


The reply to the return was the trea- 


ty mentioned, and that the laws of the 
United States were not applicable, and 
that the laws of the Repuhlic of Ha- 
waii only governed the status of the 
parties, and that under these laws, th« 
petitioners were entitled to land. 


Following is the opinion of Chief 


Justice Jndd on questions presented: 


This case presents questions of great 


difficulty, and I am fully impressed 
with the responsibility devolving upon 
me In deciding them. I had no pre- 
cedents to refer to, and I doubt wheth- 
er any conditions exactly similar to 
those surrounding this case have ex- 
isted anywhere. Up to the 7th day of 
July* 1898, tha'Government of the Ha- 
waiian islands was an independent Re- 
public. At that date (the Congress of 
the United States having passed the 


utlon that the clause forbidding fur-; 
her Chinese Immigration should hat* 
& retrospective operation and render 
nvalid these permits. Before dlscutt- 
ng this question, it becomes necessary 
to say that up to this date, eo far *a 
we know, the report of the Commia- 
sioners appointed under the resolution

not been presented to Congress, not 
has any act been passed by Congress 
providing for the government of the 
newly-acquired territory, and more 
especially, no Legislation in order to 
carry into effect the existing laws of 
:he United States respecting Chinese 
Immigration has been enacted.

Hawaiian laws as to the character of 


the Chinese immigrants allowed to en- 
ter this country are totally at variance 
with those of the United States. The 
United States allow immigrants of the 
mercantile class upon certain condi- 
tions, and .exclude laborers, except up- 
on certain conditions.

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6th of July), It became law by the ap- 
proval of the President of the United 
States. One of its clauses reads: 


"There shall be oo further immigra- 


tion of Chinese into the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands, except upon such conditions as 
are now or may hereafter be allowec 
by the laws of the United States; and 
no Chinese, by reason of anything 
herein contained, shall be allowed to 
enter the United States from the Ha- 
waiian Islands." 


By another clause of the same reso- 


lution it is provided that "Until Con- 
gress shall provide for the government 
of such Islands aJl the civil, judicla 
and military powers exercised by the 
officers of the existing government in 
said Islands, shall be vested in such 
person or persons, and shall be exer- 
cised in such manner as the President 
of the United States shall direct; and 
the President shall have power to re- 
move said officers and fill the vacancies 
so occasioned." 


And by proclamation by the Presi- 


dent of the United States made on the 
12th of August, 1898, the existing offi 
cers of the Republic of Hawaii were 
continued in office. It is contended by 
the respondent in this case, that the 
clause In the resolution forbidding the 
further immigration of Chinese into 
this country, Ifl now a part of 
th< 


fundemental Jaws of these Islands. And 
that thereafter no Chinese can be ad 
mitted into this country except as .in 
accordance with the laws of tne United 
States. The petitioners show bona fide 
permits to enter these Islands Issued to 
them prior to tie 7th day of July, 1898 
In accordance with the various statutes 
of Hawaii, enacted before tha passage 
of the Joint Resolution of Annexation 
and while it was an independent cover 
elgnty. These petitioners are now stop- 
ped on the threshold of this country 
because they do not posse* the quallfl 
cations required by the laws of the 
United States to enter Its domain. 
Since, by the following clause of th 
Joint Resolution, "The municipal legis- 
lation of the Hawaiian Islands, not en 
acted for the fulfillment of the treaties 
so extinguished, shall remain in fore 
until the Congress of the United States 
shall otherwise determine, excepting 
puch legislation as I* Inconsistent with 
this Joint Resolution.'1

Whether the United States laws can 


be enforced in this country without 
further legislation of Congress is a very 
different question. A strong argument 
is made that there are no officers con- 
stituted by law In this country to 


retrospective laws are not forbidden, 
eo nomine, by the state constitution, 
and provided further that no other ob- 
jection exists to them than their retro- 
spective character. Nevertheleee, leg- 
ifllatlon of this character is exceeding- 
ly liable to abuse; and It is a sound 
rule ol construction that a statute 
should have a prospective operation 
only, unless its terms show clearly a 
legislative Intention that it should 
operate retrospectively." 
;• Counsel for petitioners rely upon 
Chew Yeong vs. United States, report- 
ed in 112 U. S., p» 436. The head note 
'is this: "Courts uniformly refuse to 
iglve to statutes a retrospective opera- 
*ttptt .whereby rights previously vested 
are injuriously affected, unless compell- 
ed to do BO by language.BO clear and 
positive as to leave no room to doubt 
that such was the intention of the leg- 
islature." This case, the opinion hav- 
ing been written by Mr. Justice Harlan, 
Justices Field and Bradly, only, dis- 
senting, was decided in 1884. The es- 
Sential facts of the case are as follows: 
}.• A Chinaman arrived in the United 
^States in 1880, remaining there until 
;|88i, when he departed for Honolulu 
and remained there until September 
ISSi^when he returned to the United 
^States. TOuring his absence the Chinese 
restriction acts of 1882 and 1884 were 
enacted. As he had no certificate as 
required by those acts, he was denied 
admission. On habeas corpus the case 
went to the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States upon a certificate of division 
and it was there held that he was en- 
titled to enter and remain In the Unit- 
ed States; and the reasoning of the 
court is, that, since by the treaty be- 
tween the United States and China of 
1880, the Chinaman in question was al- 
lowed <to go from and come to the Unit- 
ed States of his own free will, If he was

to refer again to the anomalous posi- 
tion in which I am placed. By the 
Constitution of Hawaii it is provided 
that "retrospective laws shall never be 
enacted." There is no such prohibi- 
tion court of the United States, but 
considering that this case should be 
decided as a court of the United States 
would, In my opinion, decide it, I fol- 
low the rule of construction adopted in 
the United States, that a statute should 
have a prospective operation unless Its 
terms show clearly a legislative inten- 
tion that It should operate restrospec- 
tively. The rule is stated in 23 Bncy. 
of Am. & Kng. Law. p. 448, as follows: 


"It may be Ibid down as a fundamen- 


tal rule In construing statutes so word- 
ed as to admit of a construction which 
would render them retrospective as 
well as prospective, that a prospective

an orange of the same size produced 
in California. We have never seen an 
oraxtge with so much juice, although 
these were evidently 
picked 
before 


they iwere fully matured. There is, of 
course, a slight Insipidness in the 
taste, but this was undoubtedly caused 
fey their being taken from the trees be- 
fore they were fully grown 
If you 


can produce oranges of this quality in 
any quantity we see no reason why 
•they should not 
take 
the 
market 


ivherever they are sent in preference 
to anything else. It is barely possible 
some portions of Florida produce an 
orange similar to yours, but it is -\ery 
doubtful if they will equal them. 


In regard to the prices that could be 


obtained for them—of course, at this 
^writing, we could not fully say, but 
w Bhould judge that range m price 
\rou1d be from |4 to ?6 per box, if they 
could be gotten here early in the sea- 
son—say November 1st, to the middle 
of December or the 1st of January. 
After the California oranges become 
plentiful in the market, of course, they 
will be quite cheap which would ne- 
cessitate felling frait of this quality 
much lower than their real value, but 
•we are certain all who may have the 
jpieasurp of once using th-em would give 
them the preference at quite a consid- 
erable margin of values of anything 
else coming to this market

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It was rather a coincidence that both the Cabinet and the 


Chamber of Commerce were discussing at the same hour yester- 
day foienoon the matter of a Greater Harbor for Honolulu. 


The President and ihls Ministers gave considerable attention 


to the subject and >had at .hand the array of figures and facts 
that are kept up to date for the purpose. The Cabinet failed to 
decide to do anything. The Cabinet feels that tihe hands of the 
Government are tied by pending litigation. Further, the opinion 
was expressed that in case wharves were hastily constructed near 
the site of the old fish market there would be heard louder than 
ever the criticism that the water space was being devoured In- 
stead of being properly utilized. But it is the litigation that is 
the stumbling block to the Government. The money for work la 
available and plans have been made. Dredging is being done 
near the mouth at Nuuanu stream, the big pump having been 
started up yesterday. 


Mr. }os.JB Abherton presided at the meeting of the Chamber 


of Commerce and there was an unusually good attendance. B F. 
Dillingham was called upon for his views and gave them as be- 
fore, but with added emphasis. He claims that the Government is 
altogether wrong and utterly neglects to show indication of real- 
izing the demands for a Greater Harbor. Messrs. John F. Hack- 
feld, W, M. Giffard, F. A, Sohaeter and J. L. McLean followed 
Mr. Dillmgham. A comprehensive statement waa made by Mr. 
McLean, showing the congested condition of the facilities for 
even inter- island trade, to say nothing of the marvelous increase 
in the volume of commerce from abroad.

which he was connected bad no more wharf 
room now than 


when it operated but three small boats, and it now had eleven 
steamers in its line. 


The Chamber appointed a committee to present to the Gov- 


ernment the dilemma of the shipping interest and the imperative 
necessity for more harbor room. The Members of the committee 
are J. F. Hackfeld, chairman; W. M. Giffard, F. A. Sohaefer, F. 
J. Lowrey, F. M. Swanzy, W. B. Godfrey, C. L. Wight and C. M 
Cooke. These gentlemen will soon call upon the Cabinet.

So Claims a Chinese Chaw! at 


HE 
WAS 
NATURALIZED 
HERE 


Arraigned to Answer for Burglary. 


Is wealthy-Lawyer's Clerk. 


Conspiracy Alleged. 


The Chinese Overland Trade Report 


contains an interesting account or an 
extradition case before Commander 
Hastings at the magistracy in Hong- 
kong. A pake who claims to be a natur- 
alized citizen of this country is the 
principal. 


It appears that there is an extra- 


ditxoa ordinance in the treaty between 
Her Majesty and the Emepror of Chi- 
na, wherein it is agreed that if crimi- 
nals, subjects of China, shall take ref- 
uge in Hongkong or on board the 
British ships there, they shall upon due 
requisition by the Chinese authorities, 
be searched for, and, on proof of their 
guilt, be delivered up. The crimes men- 
tioned in the first schedule of the 
ordinance, includes that of burglary. 


The present case was that of a Chi- 


naman whom the Cninese authorities 
wished to get hold of, on the ground 
that he was one of a band of robbers 
who ransacked a shop at Cha Tan Kok 
la the Sun On district, on the 16th of 
October. As the accused belonged to 
the progressive section of the commun- 
ity, the case excited considerable in- 
terest among the Chinese reform party, 
they claiming that the charge was 
merely a trumped up one and that it 
had been formulated because that was 
the only way in which the Chinese au- 
thorities could secure the man's extra- 
dition. 


The defendant was accused of hav- 


ing committed the crime of burglary 
within the Jurisdiction of China. The 
first point to be made on behalf of the 
prosecution was to prove that defen- 
dant was a Chinese subject. The sec- 
ond point would be to prove that he 
was one of a band of men who com- 
mitted the outrage alleged. With re- 
gard to the first point,—that defendant 
was a Chinese subject—he, Mr Robin- 
son, tor the prosecution, proposed to 
call the sergeant interpreter who took 
down what defendant said on the 
charge Ijeing read over to him and aft- 
er the man nad been cautioned, and 
thereby to show that the man was born 
in China, and that he had bought lat- 
terly a Chinese title, and that he had 
adopted the customs of China with re- 
gard to marriage and the purchase of 
a son, and that he held lands in China 


As to the charge of burglary, the 


prosecution alleged that m the month 
of October a baoid of men entered the 
village of Cha Tan Kok, some In chairs 
and others on foot, and went to a shop 
called the Tung Hmg Tai shop and ap- 
propriated the cash they found Sn the 
shop and also moat of the stock in 
trade 
He should call the general 


manager to prove defendant was in the 
silk shop when the men entered the 
village, that they entered the shop 
pointing revolvers, and that they rob- 
bed the shop and went away 


Ho Ping Put, sergeant Interpreter at 


the Central Police Station, said he was 
on duty when defendant was brought 
in at half past 4 on the 29th of Octo- 
ber 
After being charged and duly 


cautioned, he voluntarily made a state- 
ment, which witness took down and of 
which the following Is a translation 


"Ihe chaj-ge against me of commit- 


ting the crime of burglary is not true 
T am wrongfully accused 
I am rich 


To accuse me of the base crime is a 
false accusation. I went to Honolulu 
when I was seven years of age I 
brought my family when I was thirty- 
five years of age to my native village 
1 was in my village for six years After 
I had come back from Honolulu I pur- 
chased fields and landa, lent money to 
people, married and bought a soil. Now 
I have account books and some deeds 
of land as evidence 
Two or three 


months ago I beard that many burgla- 
ries wfere being committed 
At that 


time I was grieved to hear that rice 
and grain were dear 
I had over forty 


pictils of grain left. 
1 told mv folks 


to carry It out for sale The people eold 
it for >aeO per pica!, but I Mild it for 
$2 SO, as I learne-l that they were 
starring 
Afterward* the noh men re- 


bulced me and said that I wanted to 
compete and *ei1 at a low price Ten 
tiavs ago I wa« told that tome persons 
went to Sun On city and accused me of 
treason 
I did not believe St. After 


<hat I heard that robberiw were taking: 
place in the neighborhood 
T<*n dars 


ago I WM Sold that *ome poJdiws were 
coming lo arrwt me 
I was afraid 


when I beard that 
Therefor? I came 


to Hongkong at once 
I cam? here at 


night on tbe l&th in«t 
On the morn- 


ing of <be flowing day rev wife was 
at borne 
Suddenly over ten perswn* 


came to her hotine, and took away by 
force All clothing, tnrak*. and every- 
thing. IMy wife o-nlf retained tbe «c- 


books and «omft jewelry, wad ran 


away straight to the church and 
asked the preacher to take her to 
Hongkong. Today I was arrested. I 
did not commit the crime of burglary. 
I was robbed of property to the value 
of over £7000. I am a naturalized sub- 
ject of Hawaii. I am thankful that 
people do not rob me. la It likely that 
I should rob people? I have plenty of 
evidence to .prove what I have said. I 
have the title of Chan Tung by pur- 
chase. I have not been half a mile 
from my house." 


The entry made by the defendant on 


the charge sheet was: 
"Chang Shui 


Yeung, *1, alias, Chung Kwok Chi, re- 
tired lawyer's clerk, of independent 
means, native of Wong Tong village, 
near Tong Wa market place, Sun On 
district 
Naturalized Hawaiian sub- 


ject." 


Among those in court was a Hawai- 


ian woman, wife of the accused. 


The finding in the case will be re- 


ceived" by the next mail from the 
Orient.

HELP.LESS ON THE SHOALS. 


A great steamship, feeling her way 


in a fog, ran upon a low mud bank and 
stuck fast, about twenty miles from 
her port. She had on board a valuable 
cargo and nearly three hundred passen- 
gers, most of whom were almost within 
sight of their homea The tugs came 
and tried vainly to pull her into deep 
water.

THE RELEASED CHINESE. 


The decision of Chief Justice Judd 
n releasing the Chinese immigrants, 
detained on the ground that they have 
not complied with the laws of the 
United States, as a «ondition precedent 
to landing, will be regarded 
by the 


authorities in Washington as forcible 
and perhaps conclusive. 


The Act of Annexation made a new 


law, but provided no way of enforcing 
it. The question now raised was not 
contemplated by the authors of the act 
It is one of those which are within the 
jurisdiction of the Federal courts, and 
there are no Federal courts here. Nor 
are tihere any Federal 
officials who 


have authority to deprive any persons 
of their liberty. It ia a case of decided 
ly imperfect legislation. 


Our court was forced to take cogni 


zance of the case, because it involved 
otir own municipal laws. But tbe cour 
could not speak for the Federal 
ernment. It followed strictly, however 
the rules declared 
by the Supreme 


Court of the United States, in cases 
analogous,though not in all respects 
similar. 


The opinion of our •ourfis not in 


conflict with any rulings of the higher 
Federal courts, but simply declares 
that an order of the Treasury Depart 
ment is not binding on our courts. No 
doubt, the officials of that departmen 
will assent to the opinion, because i 
seems to be legal and just. 


It is fortunate that the opinion i: 


clear and well considered.

GOVERNOR GREIG. 


Chats on Fanniug's Island and 


Business. 


G. B. (Governor) Greig, who la in the 


city from Fanning's Islands leaves in 
January in one of the Caaadian-Aas- 
tralian liners for Fiji to attend the 
final probating of ibis father's estate, 
Mr. Gassett who was with Governor 
Greig in his recent trip to Fanming^ 
Islands, will remain In the city for 
some time. The schooner Eliza Miller, 
on which Governor Greig and Mr. Gas- 
sett went to Fanning-s Island and 
thence to Hilo, took a ful load of copra 
to San Francisco and returns thence to 
this port next March, when she will 
again take Greig and a load of mer- 
chandise to Fanning's Island. The 
Eliza Miller's recent trip here included 
in her voyage Manahikl Islands where 
the natives live who do the labor on 
Fanning's and Washington Islanda 
There are about 140 of them and they 
return to their homes every year, being 
exchanged for a fresh batch. The an- 
nual output of copra for Washington 
and Fanning's Islands is 400 tons and, 
commencing next June, operations will 
be started on the old guano beds which 
•have been abandoned for the pest two 
years, owing to the low price of that 
ccrmmodity. Previous to that there was 
about 2000 tons a year of high-grade 
guano shipped form these islands to 
Germany.

A Chinese official, teacher, student, 


merchant, or traveler, not a laborer, 
to gain admission in the United States 
moat present a certificate from bis own 
Government or the Government where 
where he last resided, vised by the 
Diplomatic or Consular representatives 
ol the Untied States -where he last re- 
sided. 
it is absolutely impossible that any 


of the petitioners could have obtained 
either of the above prescribed certif- 
icates. 


Their status Is such as will not al- 


low them to come into the country in 
accordance wi.- United States law. It 
may be said that the right to enter a 
foreign country is not a right unless 
secured by treaty, taut I can see no dif- 
ference so far as the petitioners are 
concerned between the right to enter 
a foreign country secured by treaty 
than one secured 'by the statute of the 
country which the Chinese desires to 
enter. The United States Courts treat 
a law enacted by Congress as equal to 
validity with a treaty, and if the stat- 
ute te in contravention of a former 
treaty, the Courts recognize the statute 
as being the last expression of the will 
of Congress and valid. 


I can find nothing in the Resolution 


which manifests the Intention of Con- 
gress to include in the operation of the 
United States statutes, Chinese who 
have permits to enter this country 
under Hawaiian law and I am unwill- 
ing, witnout more explicit legislation 
to eay that the Congress of the United 
States intended to perpetrate the in 
justice of shutting the doors of Hawai 
in the faces of those who seek admis- 
sion by virtue of their permits and 
without notice that they had been an- 
nulled by the fact of Annexation of 
Hawaii to the United States. They ban 
a right to reply upon the provisions of 
the Resolution of Annexation itselt— 
that until Congress should provide for 
the government of these Islands, Ha- 
waiian legislation continued in force, 
and though future immigration was 
forbidden, there was nothing in the 
Resolution to warn them that their 
permits were invalid. 


That Congress could not have in- 


tended that the United States statutes 
respecting Chinese immigration should 
have a retrosprective operation in the 
Hawaiian Islands, Is evidenced by the 
fact that the Resolution itself does not 
provide for any means of punishing 
infractions of the United States laws, 
either against the shipmaster who 
brings Chinese here without comply- 
ing with the laws, or for the deporta- 
tion of the Chinese who are found here 
without the necessary credentials or 
for the appointment of an Unrted 


-• States Marshal to execute the law, or 


for the establishment tit United States 
Court,- or Cojmniwioner, or other of- 
ficial who shall hare the authority to 
adjudge whether the law has been vio- 
lated. 


The Resolution contains the provi- 


sion that in the interim between the 
passage of the Resolution and the en- 
actment of a government for these 
Islands, the existing powers of its of- 
ficials, civil, Judicial and military, 
shall be vested in such persons and be 
"exercised in such manner" as the 
President of the United States shall 
direct" This power to the President 
would not permit him to direct an 
Hawaiian official to perform duties not 
authorized by or contrary to such Ha- 
waiian law. The respondent is the 
Collector General of Customs of Ha 
waii, and by the terms of the Resolu- 
tion which in the Interim continues 
the "existing customs relations of the 
Hawaiian Islands 
with the United 


States and other countries," he exe- 
cutes Hawaiian laws. Honolulu is still 
a "foreign port" in this respect 
I 


cannot see what protection the re 
spondent would have in a Hawaiian 
Court, if he should undertake to do an 
act not authorized by Hawaiian law. 


The United States statutes repre- 


senting Chinese immigration are not 
self-executory and are not capable of 
being enforced where there are no 
legally authorized officials to enforce 
them. 


To say that such provisions of tb*> 


enactments of the United States are en- 
forcable, as are applicable

Against such Chinese whose status may 
be by analogy similar to that of Chin- 
ese who should seek to enter the main- 
land of the United States in a "home 
port," would imply a confession that 
United States statutes cannot be strict- 
ly enforced here. Would It not be a 
doubtful step to take to deviate from 
the law, although extremely grateful 
to the recipients of permission to land, 
if given? I can find no discretion 
granted to execute a portion of tne 
United States laws on this subject and 
ignore other portions

Wdth 
the native population on the steady de- 
cline, from causes which mo one cam 
control, it would appear only the cor- 
rect system to pursue to encourage to 
these shores any race of people who 
are able and willing to render produc- 
tive the large tracts of lamd which still 
remain in their primeval state.

The latest letter to The Star from 


^Kamehameha," its Honolulu corre- 
spondent, pointedly brings to the no- 
tice of Congress a specific condition 
which must be taken into account in 
whatever legislation is enacted this 
winter for the future government o 
the Islands. It is pointed out that 'Ha 
wall must not be confused in the Am 
erican ofllcial mind with Porto Rico 
and perhaps other colonial 
outposts 


which wheai the time for legislation 
has arrived may have been added to 
tbe Republic's system. Racially foreev 
era! generations and governmentally 
for six years, Hawaii has been sur 
rounded by purely American condi 
tions, with the result that the presen 
process of passing under the new con 
trol is accompanied by a minimum o 
friction. Were not Congress soon to con 
sider other outlying territories there 
would doubttesa be DO confusion as t 
the true nature and relationship of Ha 
waii, but it is well under present clr 
cnmstances that "Kamehameha" has 
indicated so clearly the radical differ 
encea which entitle Hawaii to specia 
consideration as an Incoming membe 
of the Union. It Is evident from othe 
features of this letter that the Island 
are progressing satisfactorily from a 
industrial point of view, and that th 
new regime has opened most susplci 
onaly.

miles is alongside telegraph -wires sus- 
taining a heavy current. 


The tendency in telephone line con- 


struction in the States now, says Mr. 
Cassidy, is to have the lines in the 


< enters 
of the cities underground. 


They could have been placed under- 
ground on Queen. Merchant and King 
streets here for less than the amount 
that was expended in constructing or 
installing the expensive and well-nigh 
useless cables that are in place. It is 
the belief of the superintendent that 
the Mutual company will find it to its 
interests in time, to place lines be- 
neath the ground, changing gradually 
from month to month and year to year, 
till all talking is through conduit lines 
The only way in which induction can 
be overcome in aerial construction, is 
to use what is called the metallic cir- 
cuit, which has practically been en- 
dorsed by the company here to meet 
the'expected trolley lines of_the Ha- 
waiian Tramway Company and the Ho- 
nolulu Rapid Transit Company.

One of the most interesting problems 


of the day in the utilization of the new 
fiber material, and one that is attract- 
ing the attention of all civilized coun- 
tries, says C. R. Podge in the Popular 
Science Monthly, is the industrial pro- 
duction of that wonderful substance 
known in ine Orient as China grass, in 
India as rhea and in Europe, America 
and the Hawaiian Islands, as ramie. 
The money spent by government and 
by private enterprise throughout the 
world, in experiments and inventions, 
in the effort to establish the ramie in- 
dustry, would make up the total of a 
princely fortune. Obstacle after ob- 
stacle has been overcome in the years 
of persistent effort, and now we stand 
before the last barrier, baffled for the 
time, but still hopeful, and with efforts 
unrelaxed 
The difficulty may be stat- 


ed in a few words: Ramie culture will 
only become a paying industry when an 
economically successful 
machine for 


striping the fiber has been placed on 
the market Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars have been spent in efforts to 
perfect a machine, but no government 
fiber expert in the world recognizes 
that we have surh a machine at the 
present time, though great progress has 
been made in machine construction. 


The -world's interest in this fiber be- 


gan in 1869. when a reward of C5000 
was offered by the gcnernment of In- 
dia for the best machine with which 
to decorticate the green stalks. 
The 


fiist exhibition and trial of machines 
took place in 1872, resulting in utter 
failure. The reward was again offered, 
and in 1879 a second official trial was 
he'd, at which ten machines competed, 
though none filled the requirements, 
and subsequent^ the offer was with- 
drawn

AUCKLAND, N. Z—Inexplicable cir- 


cumstaaces connected witJi ttoe some- 
what mysterious disappearance of a 
wife were related at length before the 
Chief Justice in the Melbourne 
Di- 


vorce Court on November 4. la De- 
cember, 1894, when Ills saaool liad 
"broken up" for the Christmas vaca- 
tion, Henry Herbert Lee, assistant 
master at the Grammar School, Too- 
woomba, Queensland, left for Mel- 
bourne with his little daughter to Join 
his wife, who had preceded him thifiher 
with two other children on November 
9. Mrs. Lee stayed for a time -with (her 
mother at Morrisons, near Meredith, 
and wrote an affectionate letter to her 
husband, in whlah she fondly men- 
tioned the children, and wrote in terms 
of pleasing anticipation relative to Ms 
joining her. When Mr. Lee arrived in 
Melbourne, however, he was told that 
his wife had taken the children 
to 


Sydney, with the expressed intention 
of meeting him, and 'had left a letter 
for him. In this letter his wife saM 
that she "could not live with him as 
yet," but "might, if he liked, be able 
to at some time." She also advised 
him not to try and find her, as his ef- 
forts would be unavailing, and wound 
up by asking him to pay t22 a s, -which 
she owed. The surprised husband made 
various efforts to find her, but without 
avail, and subsequently received an. 
anonymous note from 
Honolulu, in 


which the writer said that his family 
were well, and that "his 
wife 
was 


keeping herself nice." Advertisements 
which had been inserted in the Hono- 
lulu papers had failed to lead to the 
discovery of the woman's whereabouts. 


Petitioner Henry Herbert Lee said 


he was married to his -wife at FItzroy, 
on October 5, 1885, by a Congregational 
minister, and had always lived happily 
with her. They had parted on the very 
best of terms. 


The Chief Justice questioned the wit- 


ness very closely as to whether there 
was any reason why his wife should 
leave him 
He denied that there was. 


He bad a comfortable ihome of his owa, 
was receiving a salary at the time 61 
£220 a year, and had not the slightest 
suspicion that his -wife had been ficMe 
in her affections 
He was of sober 


habits, and they bad been "more Iflian 
friendly " The ground of his applica- 
tion for divorce was desertion. 


Elizabeth Jane Burt, sister of re- 


spondent, sajd the latter had 
never 


complained of her husband's conduct, 
and that to her the reason for her sis- 
ter leaving him was inexplicable. 


The Chief Justice said that this was 


a verv remarkable case 
It was ex- 


ceedingly difficult 'to discover what the 
reason for the respondent's 
strange 


disappearance might be. The conse- 
quences of it were far beyond whnt at- 
tended a woman's usual caprices. How- 
ever, it was quite clear that she had 
deserted her husband from December, 
1894, and had continued to desert him 
It appeared that petitioner's duty as a 
husband had been uniformly well dis- 
charged, and that he had given her no 
cause, nor even excuse, for desertion. 
On the other hand, he appeared to be 
a young man of cultivation, pursuing 
his business, and supporting his wife 
and family 
Petitioner did not appear 


to be of such habits as to make him 
distasteful to her, and he 'had evident- 
ly done his best to clear up the mystery 
surrounding his wife's disappearance 
He would grant the decree nisi. 


Mr Potts, who appeared to support 


the petition, asked that an order should 


I be made granting petitioner the cus- 


i tody of the children. It might not be 
of much use at present, regarding two 
of the children, but granting the appli- 
cation at present might be the means 
of saving an appeal to the Court in 
future.

Introduction Into Seattle—Freight 


and Quality. 


Bananas from Honolulu, regularly 


appearing on the Victoria market, are 
a novelty in Seattle, says a paper of 
that city. A shipment of several "hun- 
dred bunches of bananas reached there 
on the steamer Centennial, and marked 
the initiation of a trade which is ex- 
pected to develop considerable propor- 
tions, if the direct service lasts. Ba- 
nanas on the Seattle market for the 
last five years have been shipped by 
rail from New Orleans, the freight rate 
being ?1.25 per 100 pounds. The ad- 
vantage of shipping by steamer from 
Honolulu lies in *he condition in whioh 
the fruit arrives, and not in the freight 
rate, -which is 50 cents per bunch. The 
average net weight of a bunch of ba- 
nanas seldom runs over 30 poumds. 
There is some diversity of opinion 
among local buyers as to the quality 
of Hawaiian bananas. They appear to 
•be smaller than those received 'here 
from Central and South America, via 
New Orleans, though it is maintained 
by some that the flavor is excellent.

Dear Sir:—Your letter of the 24th 


ult. inquiring as to prospects for prac- 
ticing law in the Hawaiian Islands is 
received. 
In reply, J would say tthat 


our islands comprise old and 'well set- 
tled communities. Our Supreme Ccmn 
dates from 1852 aad we have almost 
completed the eleventh volume of its 
reports. We are not a "Code State' 
and the common law is in force as 
modified by our decisions, statutes and 
usages. We have something of a code 
but It does not pretend to be inclusive 


Our population is a. little over 100,- 


000, but the large majority of the pop- 
ulation is not in circumstances to em- 
ploy lawyers. Honolulu contains some- 
what over 30,000 persons. 


To supply the legal needs of the 


Islands we have about sixty lawyers in 
and ready lor active practice, twenty- 
nine of whom ihave been admitted dur- 
ing the year 1S98 and mostly since 
"Annexation" was agitated. Most ol 
the legal business is done in Honolulu 
the capital of the Islands. About fifteen 
white lawyers reside in BHo, Island o 
Hawaii, and at Walluku, Island » 
Maui, Honolulu being on the Island of 
Oahu. 
The old, capable and well establishes 


lawyers and law firms here are doing 
well. The new incumbents and the 
second grades of lawyers have to strug 
gle for business as in all parts of th< 
United States, and some do not ge 
enough to live on. 
I never give advice to lawyers eithe 


to come 'here or stay at home, excep 
to say that if a lawyer is doing fairly 
well at home 'he had better stay there 


Still If one feels foe can get business 


in spite of competition by capable law 
yers with well established connections 
why, this part of the world is open tx 
him. 
If any new men ahould come here 


they should bring their certificates of 
admission, a certificate of good stand 
ing' at the bar of the last court o 
record where they practiced, and suffi 
cient rertiScales of good moral char 
act*r.

ON PRIZE MONEY 


Marine Review Says It's a 


Relic of Barbarism. 


Strong Language By the Navy 


Audltoi—Secretary Long-In- 


equality of Distribution. 


The Marine Review of November 3d 


publishes an interesting interview with 
Mr. Frank Morris, navy auditor of the 
United States Treasury Department, on 
the subject of prize money and boun- 
ties which the statutes give to the offi- 
cers and men of the navy in time of 
war. 


The whole system of prize money is 


a relic of barbaric warfare, and, as Mr. 
Morris says, "under present conditions 
it is nothing more nor less than pir- 
acy." 
"It is a well-known fact," he 


adds, "that the line officers' of the 
"United States na\y were, to say the 
least, eager for the late war, simply be- 
cause of its possibilities for pecuniary 
compensation." 


Mr. Morris also says that he thinks 


"it is the opinion of Secretary Long 
and others familiar with the subject 
that after the present settlement of the 
law relating to prize money and boun- 
ties had best be taken off the statute 
books." 


He shows, too, the inequality of the 


system, and that Sampson will have 
far more prize money than Dewey, and 
Captain Evans, of the Iowa, will re- 
ceive no more than the captain of a 
vessel which was simply within signal 
distance, but took no part in the fight 
off Santiago. 


Mr. Morris further says: 
To show you liow in this matter the 


fruits of victory fall to reach their 
rightful destination, I may say that in 
the last few months I have gone care- 
fully over this entire question of prize 
money and bounties form the time of 
tbe War of 1812, and I found that in 
the case of the prize money accruing 
from the capture of vesssls during the 
Civil war, while all but six per cent, of 
the aggregate sum has been 
drawn 


from the Treasury Department, twen- 
ty-two of the claimants have not re- 
ceived 
the 
amounts to their credit. 


This demonstrates that the officers who 
had the larger amount could and did 
collect the sums due th-em, while a por- 
tion of the seamen ami marines felt 
unable or unjustified in the slight ex- 
penditure necessary to secure thejittl* 
sums due them. It Is well-known in 
service circles at Washington that this 
question of prize money is at tie bot- 
tom of all this jealousy between Samp- 
son and Schley. True enough, the law 
states specifically that one-twentieth of 
all prize moneys shall go to the officer 
in command of the squadron to which 
the vessel making the prize belongs, 
•whether he is within signal distance at 
tb/e time of the capture or not; but it 
must be remembered that it was for 
some time an open question whether 
Schley and the vessels of the former 
"white squadron" were technically a 
portion of the fleet commanded by Ad- 
miral Sampson, no declaration on the 
subject having been made either by the 
President or Secretary Ix>ng 
Deter- 


mination of this point was the real ob- 
ject of the appointment of the naval 
hoard, the \alne of whose findings re- 
gardins the Santiago fight was so little 
appreciated by the general public Had 
Schley's friends been 
able to carry 


their point with reference to the au- 
thority vested in the respective com- 
manders, as well a- -ne contention that 
the New York with Admiral Sampson
